The '442 patent relates to an evaluation and training systems using EMG sensors. As 
shown in the patent, the system includes feedback means to manipulate the environment outside 
of the immediate surroundings of the user. However, the '442 patent does not provide a dynamic 
feedback control system, as claimed by Applicants. A comparison of the '442 patent with 
Applicant's invention illustrates new, useful and non-obvious features. Applicants have created 
a robotic apparatus and an associated method for controlling the robotic apparatus that includes a 
dynamic feedback control system without the use of EMG sensors.
